Obama to award Medal of Honor to 
survivor of Afghan ambush 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama will 
award the nation's highest 
medal for valor to the first li¬ 
ving war veteran since Viet¬ 
nam, an army sergeant who 
braved enemy fire in Af¬ 
ghanistan to aid a wounded 
comrade, the White House 
said yesterday. 

Obama spoke to Staff Ser¬ 
geant Salvatore Giunta on 
Thursday to tell him he will 
be awarded the Medal of 
Honor for acts of gallantry 
that went above and beyond 
the call of duty, the White 
House said. 

"The President thanked 
Sergeant Giunta for his serv¬ 
ice and extraordinary bravery 
in battle," it said. 

Giunta, a 22-year-old rifle 


team leader, was on patrol in 
Afghanistan's Korengal Val¬ 
ley on October 25, 2007 
when his squad was hit by an 
ambush that split the unit in 
two. 

Giunta, who was knocked 
down by a bullet that failed to 
penetrate his armor, got up 
and charged into enemy fire 
to pull another soldier back to 
cover. 

"Later, while engaging the 
enemy and attempting to link 
up with the rest of his squad, 
Specialist Giunta noticed two 
insurgents carrying away a 
fellow soldier," a White 
House account of the action 
said. 

"He immediately engaged 
the enemy, killing one and 
wounding the other, and pro¬ 


vided medical aid to his 
wounded comrade while the 
rest of his squad caught up 
and provided security." 

Giunta's "courage and lea¬ 
dership while under extreme 
enemy fire were integral to 
his platoon's ability defeat an 
enemy ambush and recover a 
fellow American paratrooper 
from enemy hands," the 
White House said. 

The wounded soldier, 
identified in other accounts as 
Sergeant Josh Brennan, did 
not survive. 

The ambush and Giunta's 
role in saving his unit was re¬ 
counted in the book "War" by 
Sebastian Junger about 
troops in combat in 
Afghanistan.

TORONTO, Canada (AFP) - 
American actor Martin Sheen 
joined striking hotel workers 
on the picket line yesterday 
outside a downtown hotel 
while here for the Toronto film 
festival. 

Workers at the Fairmont 
Royal York Hotel launched a

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24-hour strike as the 
film festival kicked off. 
Several celebrities, in¬ 
cluding Sheen, are 
staying at the grand 
hotel. 

"I'm a union mem¬ 
ber (and have been) all 
my life," said Sheen, 
picking up a placard 
and walking the picket 
line. "I cannot not sup¬ 
port a union now.” 

"I'm much more 
comfortable out here 
than I was inside, I'm 
where I belong, I'm 
doing what I should," 
he said, flanked by his 
eldest son Emilio Es¬ 
tevez. 

The father and son 
offered to check out of 
the ritzy hotel and urge other 
actors staying there to do the 
same, but Unite Here Local 75 
declined his offer, the union's 
J. J. Fueser told AFP. 

Unite Here Local 75, which 
represents 900 hotel staff upset 
over increased workloads and 
cutbacks, hope to pressure 
management to return to the 
bargaining table. 


70 inmates 
escape from 
Mexican jail 
on US border 


NUEVO LAREDO, Mexico 
(AFP) - At least 70 inmates es¬ 
caped from a jail in the Mexi¬ 
can city of Reynosa, on the 
border with the US state of 
Texas, a local yesterday. 

"We know that at least 
some 70 prisoners escaped 
from the Reynosa prison, we 
don't know how many exactly, 
but we can say there was no 
violence during the escape," an 
official from the Tamaulipas 
state government told AFP. 

Prisoners in the jail in 
Reynosa, across from Mc¬ 
Allen, Texas, were held for 
various crimes including drug 
trafficking, the official said. 


KABUL, Afghanistan (AFP) - 
Thousands of Afghans hurled 
rocks at a NATO military out¬ 
post yesterday in a wave of 
Muslim anger at a US pastor's 
threat to bum the Koran on the 
ninth anniversary of the 9/11 
attacks. 

The violent protest at radi¬ 
cal Florida preacher Terry 
Jones spearheaded worldwide 
outrage marring Eid al-Fitr, the 
Muslim feast marking the end 
of the Ramadan holy month. 

As protestors besieged a 
small German base in the re¬ 
mote town of Fayzabad in 
northeast Afghanistan, Indone¬ 
sian and other world leaders is¬ 


sued dire warnings against 
Jones' provocation. 

The anger came even after 
Jones appeared to have can¬ 
celled the public burning that 
he originally planned for today 
to protest what he called the 
"evil of Islam" on the ninth an¬ 
niversary of the September 11, 
2001, attacks. 

However there was confu¬ 
sion over Jones' intentions 
after he tried to force a meeting 
in New York between himself 
and an imam leading a project 
to build a controversial Islamic 
community center two blocks 
from the former World Trade 
Center. 


He flew to New York yes¬ 
terday, but there was no confir¬ 
mation of the meeting he 
demanded. 

Protestors numbering in the 
thousands chanting "death to 
America" gathered at the Ger¬ 
man base in Fayzabad, police 
said. 

In neighboring Pakistan, 
hundreds rallied in the central 
city of Multan and the southern 
city of Karachi, torching US 
flags and calling for Jones to 
be hanged. 

Protests also flared in In¬ 
donesia, the world's most po¬ 
pulous Muslim-maj ority 

country. 


Tropical Storm Igor expected to be 
hurricane in three days 


FORT LAUDERDALE, Mia¬ 
mi — Tropical Storm Igor is 
back. The system regained 
strength and forward speed 
yesterday morning after lap¬ 
sing into a tropical depression 
and stagnating on Thursday. 

Igor was in the Eastern At¬ 
lantic about 465 miles west of 
the Cape Verde Islands, mov¬ 
ing west at 16 mph with sus¬ 
tained winds of 40 mph. 

Under the latest forecast, 
Igor is expected to move ge¬ 
nerally west for the next three 


days, growing into a hurricane 
along the way. 

By next Wednesday, it is 
predicted to be in the Central 
Atlantic, about 450 miles east 
of the Lesser Antilles, as a 
strong Category 2 system with 
sustained winds of about 110 
mph. 

Models continue to indicate 
Igor will turn north before 
reaching the U.S. coastline. 
However, at this stage, that 
prediction is not assured. 

The National Hurricane 


Center also is monitoring a dis¬ 
turbance near the Windward 
Islands, giving it a 40 percent 
chance of developing over the 
next two days. Models point 
that system into the Caribbean, 
posing a possible threat to 
Puerto Rico, the Dominican 
Republic, Haiti and Cuba. Be¬ 
yond that, it could aim toward 
Mexico, the Gulf of Mexico - 
or Florida. 

The next named storm will 
be Julia.

Curasao 
and St Maarten will become 
separate countries within the 
Kingdom of the Netherlands, 
while Bonaire, Saba and St 


Eustatius will become special 
Dutch municipalities. Aruba 
already had a separate status. 
The ceremony was attended 
by Prince Willem-Alexander 
and Deputy Kingdom Rela¬ 
tions Minister Ank Bijleveld 
and caretaker Prime Minister 
Jan Peter Balkenende. 

The prime minister called 
the declaration “a new chap¬ 
ter.” The intensive process 
which has taken five years is 
supposed to give the larger is¬ 
lands more autonomy.

Japan rapid scanning system can 
digitise book in one minute 



TOKYO (AFP) - Japan¬ 
ese researchers said Friday 
they had developed tech¬ 
nology to scan a book as 
fast as a person can flip 
through it. 

A prototype ultra-speed 
scanner capable of digitis¬ 
ing a book in one minute 
will be built within two 
years, said the chief re¬ 
searcher of the team at the 
University of Tokyo's 
Graduate School of Infor¬ 
mation Science and Tech¬ 
nology. 

The "book-flipping scan¬ 
ning" system works with a 
camera that can take up to 
500 photographs per second, 
enabling it to record about 
170 book pages in 60 seconds 
as a person thumbs through 
them. 

The system adjusts for the 
distortion caused by the cur¬ 
vature of the moving pages by 
measuring their three-dimen¬ 
sional forms using infra-red 
beams, so that the images can 
be electronically "flattened" to 
look like the original. 

"We believe this is the 


world's fastest (scanning) 
system as far as the technolo¬ 
gies already published are 
concerned," said Yoshihiro 
Watanabe, who leads the re¬ 
search team. 

"We are considering using 
robots to turn the pages auto¬ 
matically and more neatly," 
he told AFP by telephone. 

The university researchers 
teamed up with Japan's Dai 
Nippon Printing this month 
to put the technology to prac¬ 
tical use, with the aim of 
building a prototype scanner 
within two years. 

Japanese printing firms 


are diversifying into e- 
books, which can be 
read using handheld de¬ 
vices such as Apple's 
iPad tablet computer or 
Amazon's Kindle. 

Watanabe said the 
technology to rapidly 
capture 3-D images of 
fast-moving obj ects 
could be used in a vari¬ 
ety of applications from 
robotics to industrial 
and automotive design. 
The technology 
could be used for quality con¬ 
trol of industrial products, he 
said. "You would just scan 
products that come out of 
manufacturing lines," he 
added. 

"It could also be used to 
develop a safer and more 
comfortable driving system. If 
mounted on a car, this could 
take 3-D images of obstacles 
ahead or dents and bumps in 
the road to avoid them.

South Koreans pay homage 
to health-giving herb

GEUMSAN, South Korea 
(AFP) - ’’Look! It’s huge!” 
shouts a muddy but beaming 
Han Myung-Ja, 52, plunging 
her hoe into the soil to un¬ 
earth a giant ginseng root. 

Han fills a basket with the 
man-shaped root as she col¬ 
lects seasonal presents for 
family and friends — one of 
dozens of people doing the 
same at South Korea’s 
biggest ginseng festival. 

The herb, known to Kore¬ 
ans as the ’’root of life” for its 
purported health-giving prop¬ 
erties, grows wild in deep 
valleys and on shaded hill¬ 
sides and has also been culti¬ 
vated on the peninsula for 
1,500 years. 

Devotees say the herb in¬ 
creases resistance to stress 
and fatigue, has an aphro¬ 
disiac quality and acts as a 
stimulant, although it has 
proved difficult scientifically 
to prove some of the claimed 
benefits. 

Last year South Korea 
produced 27,460 tonnes of 
ginseng roots, worth about 
700 million dollars including 
exports valued at more than 
21 million dollars. 

Geumsan county, 130 
kilometres (81 miles) south 
of Seoul, is the hub of the in¬ 
dustry. Its ginseng market op¬ 
erates year-round and 
accounts for 80 percent of all 
the country’s trades. 

Geumsan also draws al¬ 
most a million visitors every 
year to its ginseng festival, 


which precedes the major 
holiday of Chuseok (thanks¬ 
giving) at which the root is a 
prized gift. The event this 
year runs from September 3- 
12 . 

The festival earned about 
76 million dollars last year, 
including 27 million dollars 
in sales of raw ginseng and 
13 million dollars spent at an 
expo of various products 
based on the herb. 

”Our county is where gin¬ 
seng was first found — ac¬ 
cording to legend — and 
ginseng here is of good qual¬ 
ity due to the nutritious soil 
and the right amount of sun¬ 
shine,” county mayor Park 
Dong-Cheol told AFP. 

The event involves a lot 
more than digging up roots. 
In a food competition, chefs 
ranging from soldiers to stu¬ 
dents are encouraged to be 
creative. 

Among a variety of other 
dishes, rolls filled with gin¬ 
seng and vegetables are used 
to decorate models of tradi¬ 
tional Korean homes. 

”It looks delicious and 
beautiful,” said Russian visi¬ 
tor Anna Krasnova, 22. 

Casual visitors can try out 
various products for free, 
while traders haggle over 
large orders at a ginseng expo 
before signing contracts. 

”We sell a lot here. I came 
last year and I plan to come 
next year as well because of 
the large number of visitors,” 
said Lee Hyo-Jin, who retails 


ginseng jelly and snacks. 

During the expo, more 
than 150 tonnes of ginseng 
products are sold daily to 
both locals and foreigners. 

The festival also offers 
visitors a chance to dig for 
the roots, a free health exam¬ 
ination, ginseng facial masks 
for beauty, massages involv¬ 
ing a form of ginseng aro¬ 
matherapy and foot baths in 
water flavoured by the herb. 

Visitors eager to check 
their health and receive the 
appropriate free treatment 
form long lines. 

The festival celebrated its 
30th anniversary this year by 
opening the International 
Ginseng and Herb Research 
Institute, a 17 billion won (14 
million dollar) project with 
11 researchers dedicated to 
proving the health benefits of 
ginseng and honing cultiva¬ 
tion skills. 

”We plan to increase the 
number of researchers to up 
to 21 in five years and are 
currently preparing labs for 
projects,” said county mayor 
Park. 

The county says its goal is 
to make ginseng production 
scientific and easier for buy¬ 
ers to trace, in a bid to pro¬ 
mote the herb more widely 
overseas. 

’’Ginseng and Koreans 
cannot be separated. It is our 
medicine and our food and 
we will try to show all its 
benefits to foreigners through 
this festival,” said Park.

FDA warns of potentially 
fatal condition from MRI 
drugs 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The US Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration (FDA) issued a 
warning Thursday for three 
substances used in perform¬ 
ing MRIs (magnetic reso¬ 
nance imaging) that could 
cause a rare but potentially 
fatal condition. 

The FDA said new warn¬ 
ings for gadolinium-based 
contrast agents (GBCAs) 
needed to highlight the risk 
of nephrogenic systemic fi¬ 
brosis (NSF) if the drug is 


given to certain patients with 
kidney disease. 

The labels, said the agency, 
’’will emphasize the need to 
screen patients to detect these 
types of kidney dysfunction 
before administration.” 

The three intravenous 
drugs involved in the FDA 
action are Magnevist, Omnis¬ 
can, and Optimark, which are 
used ahead of MRIs to help 
detect abnormalities of body 
organs, blood vessels and 
other tissues. 


Can Basic Physical Tests Help 
Predict Death Risk? 


Testing simple physical abil¬ 
ities may help predict a per¬ 
son’s risk of death, suggests a 
new study. 

Measuring basic capabili¬ 
ties such as grip strength, 
walking speed, rising from a 
chair, or balancing on one leg 
reveal a person's capacity to 
perform everyday tasks, ex¬ 
plained the researchers at 
University College London 
in the United Kingdom. 

The study authors ana¬ 
lyzed 33 studies that exam¬ 
ined physical capabilities in 
people of any age and 
recorded subsequent deaths 


among the participants. 
Overall, those who had 
poorer results on physical 
function tests had a consis¬ 
tently higher risk of death. 

While most of the studies 
included older people, the as¬ 
sociation between grip 
strength and death risk was 
also found in younger adults, 
the researchers said. 

Screening tests that assess 
physical abilities may help 
identify people at increased 
risk of death who might ben¬ 
efit from targeted interven¬ 
tions such as strength 
training, the researchers said.

Crossing the Balashi Bridge to 
San Nicolas, on the west coast, 
you will find the Spaans La¬ 
goen (Spanish Lagoon). 

The Spaans Lagoen is a 
small bay within the two km 
long and up to five hundred 
meters wide. By the tidal force 
has created a special ecostys- 
teem: a wetlands (wetlands).

Heading east to San Nicolas 
you will encounter Cura 
Cabai located along the west 
coast of the island. 

Driving further you will 
find Aruba’s second largest 
city, San Nicolas, with the ma¬ 
jority of residents originally 
hailing from the British 
Caribbean to work in the Lago 
oil refinery. 

San Nicolas was named 
after a man who owned of a 


big piece of land there. This 
man was named Nicolaas van 
der Biest. In the early days 
owners of big piece of land are 
addressed by "Shon” with the 
first name after. So the people 
used to call him Shon Nico¬ 
laas. That later turned into San 
Nicolas. Some stories indicate 
that the Spanish influence had 
something to do with this. 

Following east you will 
find Seroe Colorado. Seroe 
Colorado translates to ’’color¬ 
ful hill.” The name of the place 
refers to the 30 meters high of 
pure limestone at the endpoint 
in the east of Aruba. The hill 
got its name due to the brown 
yellowish color of the lime¬ 
stone.

European stocks stable after mixed 
economic news 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
European stock markets closed 
virtually unchanged yesterday 
amid mixed world economic 
data after dipping earlier in the 
session over fresh concerns 
about the state of Europe’s 
banking sector. 

London’s FTSE 100 index 
closed just 0.14 percent higher 
at 5,501.64 points, while the 
CAC 40 in Paris also edged up 
0.10 percent to 3,725.82. 

Meanwhile the Frankfurt 
Dax dipped 0.11 percent to 
6,214.77 points. 

Shares in Germany’s 
biggest lender, Deutsche Bank, 
plunged 4.64 percent to 47.70 
euros after the Financial Times 
(FT) said the lender would 
need to raise up to nine billion 
euros (11.5 billion dollars) to 
bolster its capital. 

Global banking regulation 
chiefs are set to meet tomor¬ 
row to approve new capital 
and liquidity measures drawn 
up by the Basel Committee on 
Banking Supervision — a move 
that could force banks to boost 
their capital. 

’’The news that Deutsche 
Bank is set to announce a 
rights issue next week sparked 
renewed concerns about the 
health of the European bank¬ 
ing sector,” said Valentin Mari- 
nov, an analyst at US lender 
Citi. 

Bank stocks helped push 
down other European ex¬ 
changes including the Ibex-35 
in Madrid where Santander fell 
0.06 percent to 9.919 euros, 


BBVA inched down 0.10 per¬ 
cent to 10.03 euros and Bank- 
inter dropped 1.19 percent to 
5.39 euros. 

The Madrid index overall 
was down 0.22 percent, the 
FTSE Mib in Milan slipped 
0.12 percent while the Zurich 
SMI gained 0.66 percent. 

Wall Street was mixed, with 
the Dow Jones Industrial Aver¬ 
age up 0.08 percent and the 
tech-heavy Nasdaq index 
down 0.22 percent in afternoon 
trading. 

’’Buyers and sellers do not 
have a strong conviction to act 
until some of the uncertainties 
clear or time passes and senti¬ 
ment shifts,” Scott Mar- 
couiller, an analyst at Wells 
Fargo, said in a note. 

The euro shrugged off the 
Deutsche report, rising to 
1.2721 dollars from 1.2697 
late on Thursday. The dollar 
dipped to 84.11 yen from 
83.85 euros. 

But Ulrich Leuchtmann, an 
analyst at Germany’s Com¬ 
merzbank, said that tighter re¬ 
gulation for banks leading to 
considerable capital require¬ 
ments could create ”an uncom¬ 
fortable environment for the 
euro.” 

Meanwhile Japan’s first 
bank failure in seven years oc¬ 
curred yesterday as the private 
Incubator Bank of Japan (IBJ) 


was ordered to halt operations 
and filed for bankruptcy. 

Government officials 
stressed that the move would 
have little impact on the Japa¬ 
nese financial system. 

Asian stock markets mostly 
closed higher yesterday as 
traders welcomed positive 
trade data out of the United 
States, Japan and China. 

Tokyo added 1.55 percent 
to 9,239.17 points. Hong Kong 
rose 0.43 percent, Shanghai 
gained 0.26 percent, while 
Sydney slid 0.48 percent. 

Japanese sentiment was 
stoked after the government 
said the economy expanded 
more than initially thought in 
the second quarter, soothing 
fears that a recovery was shud¬ 
dering to a halt. 

Gross domestic product 
grew an annualized 1.5 percent 
in the April-June quarter, well 
above an initial estimate of 0.4 
percent and in line with eco¬ 
nomists’ forecasts as firms 
ramped up capital spending, 
data showed. 

In the United States, the 
trade deficit dropped more 
than expected in July as ex¬ 
ports reached their highest 
level in two years. 

In China meanwhile the 
trade surplus unexpectedly 
shrank in August as imports 
accelerated.

Oil prices rise as IEA lifts demand 
forecast 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Oil prices rose yesterday as the 
International Energy Agency 
raised slightly its forecast for 
global oil demand this year and 
following the closure of a 
pipeline carrying crude to the 
United States. 

New York’s main contract, 
light sweet crude for delivery 
in October jumped 1.61 dollars 
to 75.86 dollars a barrel.

October delivery climbed 16 
cents to 77.63 dollars. 

The IEA yesterday raised 
its overall forecast for 2010 by 
50,000 barrels a day — reflect¬ 
ing mainly higher-than-ex- 
pected demand in North 
America and advanced coun¬ 
tries in Asia. 

Those increases more than 
offset a lowering of forecast 
overall demand from non- 
OECD countries and notably 
the Middle East and Asia, by 
30,000 barrels a day. Demand 
in China will continue to grow 
strongly, but at a sharply 
slower pace, the IEA said. 

Prices also rose after ’’the 
closure of a major pipeline tak¬ 
ing Canadian crude into the US 
Mid-West” following a reported 
leak, said David Hufton, an an¬ 
alyst at PVM Oil Associates. 

The market also digested a 
stream of contrasting US data, 
analysts said. 

The US Department of En¬ 


ergy (DoE) in a report on 
Thursday said crude stocks last 
week dropped by a modest 1.9 
million barrels from the previ¬ 
ous week. 

But the private American 
Petroleum Institute (API) esti¬ 
mated on Wednesday that 
stocks had plunged 7.3 million 
barrels over the same period. 

On the US economic front, 
data out on Thursday showed 
new claims for jobless benefits 
for the week to September 4 fell 
to 451,000, down 27,000 from 
the previous week's revised fig¬ 
ure. The latest figure was better 
than most economists' expecta¬ 
tions of 470,000 new claims, 
sparking optimism that recent 
negative trends were just a blip 
on the road to recovery. 

The US economy is the 
world's biggest energy con¬ 
sumer and its economic data is 
widely followed to gauge 
American consumer spending 
including energy. 


NEW DELHI, India (AFP) - 
India, the world's second- 
largest wheat producer, said 
yesterday it expects this year's 
wheat output to total a record 
82 million tons as the country 
grapples with a grain storage 
problem. 

India produced a record 
80.71 million tons of wheat in 
the 2009-10 crop year, which 
runs from July to June, despite 
the worst drought in nearly 
four decades. 

"If there is no terminal heat 
this year, output is expected to 
be 82 million tons,” Agricul¬ 
ture Secretary P K Basu told 
the Press Trust of India. 

Wheat output would be 
helped by India's bountiful 
monsoon, which has filled 
reservoirs to the brink, ensu¬ 
ring plentiful irrigation for the 
winter-sown crop, he said. 

Basu did not comment on 
media speculation that record 
output could prompt the gov¬ 
ernment to lift a ban on wheat 
exports as it grapples with 
problems storing the 60 mil¬ 
lion tons of wheat it already 


has in stock. 

India's media has reported 
large-scale spoilage of grains 
due to insufficient warehouse 
storage space. 

India had to import about 
seven million tons of wheat in 
2006 and 2007 after poor har¬ 
vests and has banned exports 
of wheat since early 2007 to 
boost domestic availability but 
now is dealing with a problem 
of plenty. 

The Supreme Court ordered 
the government in August to 
distribute excess grain to the 
poor, saying it was "a crime to 
waste even a grain of food” as 
long as people were hungry. 

Prime Minister Manmohan 
Singh replied this week the 
government would do all it 
could to provide affordable 
food to the poor but that it was 
"not possible in this country to 
give free food to all the poor 
people.” 

Analysts say massive in¬ 
vestment is needed to mo¬ 
dernize India's food supply 
chain and sharply reduce 
wastage.

Quincy Jones says no one to blame for Michael 
Jackson’s death 


Quincy Jones was devastated 
at the loss of his close friend 
Michael Jackson from acute 
Propofol intoxication in 2009 
but insists he doesn’t hold any¬ 
one responsible. 

When asked if he knew 
Michael had been ill before he 
died, he said: “No. There was 
no way to know. There’s no 
way anybody could be blamed 
for what happened.” 

Although Michael’s per¬ 
sonal physician Dr. Conrad 
Murray - who is accused of 
administering a lethal amount 
of the anaesthetic Propofol to 
the pop superstar just before 
his death - has been charged 



with involuntary manslaughter 
and is facing a court case, 
Quincy believes he can’t be 
held responsible for the "Bad” 
singer’s demise. 

He explained to The 
Guardian newspaper: “Artists 
of that stature - they can do 
whatever they want. You’d 


have to monitor him 24/7 to 
know what’s going on.” 

Quincy, 77, also revealed 
he feels guilty that he didn’t 
see Michael when the pair 
were both in London before 
his death. 

The 77-year-old music 
mogul - who produced Off 
The Wall, Thriller and Bad - 
said: “I was in London when 
he sold out the 10 concerts, 
and then sold out 40 more. He 
called me. He wanted to bring 
the kids over. But I was with 
Mohamed A1 Fayed at his 
place. I said, Til see you in 
Los Angeles.’ And that was the 
last time I talked to him.”

Openly gay character one 
of many changes at Archie 
Comics 


Toronto film festival explores human 
rights, culture clashes 


TORONTO (AFP) - North 
America's largest film festi¬ 
val opened this past week in 
Toronto with a focus on dis¬ 
turbing abuses of human 
rights and modem clashes of 
civilization. 

The Toronto International 
Film Festival also welcomed 
back screen legends Robert 
Redford and Clint Eastwood, 
returning for the first time in 
decades to unveil their latest 
movies "The Conspirator" 
and "Hereafter," respectively. 

"We've all seen filmmak¬ 
ers address human rights 
abuses in documentaries, but 


we're also seeing it in fiction 
this year," festival co-direc- 
tor Cameron Bailey told 
AFP. 

Shlomi Eldar's "Precious 
Life" chronicles the stmggle 
of an Israeli pediatrician and 
a Palestinian mother to get 
treatment for her sick baby. 

Kim Longinotoo's "Pink 
Saris" is about combating vi¬ 
olence against women in 
India, while Larysa Kon- 
dracki leaps into Bosnia's 
sex-trafficking underworld in 
"The Whistleblower." 

These are "disturbing and 
powerful" stories about "the 


sometimes surprising world 
we live in," commented Bai¬ 
ley, pointing also to Gabriel 
Range's "I am Slave," in¬ 
spired by the shocking real 
life London slave trade. 

Other films offer "new 
perspectives," he said on re¬ 
cent cultural clashes such as 
the 492 Tamils who arrived 
in Canada in August and the 
much-criticized expulsion by 
France in June of nearly 
1,000 Roma to Bulgaria and 
Romania. 

"The movement of people 
affects the entire world," 
Bailey said. Festival pro¬ 
grammers picked several 
films to present this year that 
explore "how that happens, 
what it means and how do 
people really feel about it," 
he added. 

Iciar Bollain explores the 
Spanish conquest of America 
in "Even the Rain," while 
Emre Sahin's "40" is set in 
the crossroads of continents 
and civilization of Istanbul. 

The fictional Khan fam¬ 
ily's return from England to 
the Punjab is the subject of 
Andy De Emmony's "West is 
West," the sequel to his 1999 
acclaimed "East is East". 

The festival is the biggest 
in North America and has 
traditionally been a key event 
for Oscar-conscious studios 
and distributors because it is 
attended by a sizable contin¬ 
gent of North American 
media. 


The often-quaint world of 
Archie Comics became a lot 
more diverse. 

"Veronica" #202, which 
went on sale this past week at 
comic book shops marked the 
debut of Kevin Keller, the first 
openly gay character in the 
publisher's 71-year history. 

Kevin's introduction is 
just one of several progres¬ 
sive moves this year from a 
company whose comics have 
historically been distin¬ 
guished for their timeless 
quality. Earlier this year, 
Archie Comics depicted a 
rare-for-the-publisher inter¬ 
racial relationship - between 
flagship character Archie and 
Josie and the Pussycats band 
member Valerie - plus re¬ 
leased timely parodies of 


megapopular media fran¬ 
chises "Jersey Shore" and 
"Twilight." 

Jon Goldwater took over 
as co-chief executive officer 
in June 2009, with a clear 
goal of modernizing the 
company's comic book line. 

"One of the things that we 
immediately identified is that 
we had to make Archie cultur¬ 
ally relevant," said Goldwater, 
son of late Archie Comics 
founder John L. Goldwater. 

"We are looking to em¬ 
brace a different audience," 
Goldwater said. We are look¬ 
ing to embrace a little bit of 
the older reader, give them a 
little more of an ongoing sto¬ 
ryline. Something that's a lit¬ 
tle bit more deep, a little bit 
more grown up." 


Fans charged $690 for Jimmy 
Page book 



LONDON (AFP) - A leather 
and silk-bound photographic 
autobiography by Led Zeppelin 
guitarist Jimmy Page will go on 
sale later this month for a hefty 
445 pounds (540 euros, 690 
dollars). 

Page, one of the world's top 
guitarists, has chosen nearly 
650 photographs to provide a 
visual history of his musical ca¬ 
reer, annotated by extended cap¬ 
tions written by him. 

Only 2,500 copies are being sold, each of them signed and 
hand-bound in leather and laser-cut Perspex. The pages and 
spine are decorated in gold, and the book is presented in a 
silk-bound slipcase. 

Although most fans are likely to balk at the price, Page 
said he appreciated the "fine bookbinding" of the speciality 
publishers, Genesis. 

The book goes on sale on September 27. 


Jimmy Page 
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Russia’s Zvonareva stuns top seed 
Wozniacki at US Open 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Vera 
Zvonareva stunned top seed 
Caroline Wozniacki at the US 
Open on Friday, winning 
their semi-final 6-4, 6-3 with 
a superb display of shot-mak¬ 
ing. 

The seventh-seeded Russ¬ 
ian dominated from the start, 
pinning Wozniacki back be¬ 
hind the baseline with her 
powerful baseline drives and 
drawing a succession of er¬ 
rors from the normally rock- 
solid Dane. 

The win puts her into a 
second straight Grand Slam 
final after Wimbledon, where 
she lost to Serena Williams, 
and ends Wozniacki's dream 
of going one better than last 
year here, when she was run¬ 
ner-up to Kim Clijsters. 

"It was tough as Caroline 
was in the final last year and 
she is a great player, but I was 
patient and aggressive like in 
my previous matches," 
Zvonareva said. 

"It was a great experience 
at Wimbledon but it's some¬ 
thing that is in the past and I 


am trying to look forward." 

The 20-year-old Dane 
Wozniacki reached the last 
four for the loss of 17 games, 
the least at the US Open since 
Serena Williams dropped just 
14 in 2002. Her quarter-final 
win over Dominika 
Cibulkova made her 19-1 
since Wimbledon. 

The 26-year-old 

Zvonareva's run into the 
Wimbledon final was a re¬ 
ward for her battle this year 
to control her often-volatile 
emotional side. 

The Russian was the first 
to strike, breaking Wozniacki 
in the third game as gusting 
winds again swept the Arthur 
Ashe Stadium court and then 
staving off two break points 
in the following game to lead 
3-1. 

Fooking the more settled 
of the two early on, 
Zvonareva comfortably held 
firm on her next three service 
games to pocket the first set 
6-4, concluding with two vol¬ 
leys at the net. 

Wozniacki's game and 


success this year has been 
built around her consistency 
and athleticism while 
Zvonareva had a reputation 
for being unpredictable, but 
the roles were looking re¬ 
versed as the Dane was 
pulled out of her comfort 
zone. 

Zvonareva had another 
break point against the Woz¬ 
niacki serve to open the sec¬ 
ond set, but failed to take it, 
with the Dane drawing confi¬ 
dence on the next point from 
a long rally which she won 
with a superb backhand 
drive. 

Wozniacki was warned by 
the umpire at the changeover 
that father and coach Piotr 
had to stop talking to her 
from the players' box, and 
she promptly dropped the 
next two games to fall to 1-2. 

The top seed drew level in 
the next game, but Zvonareva 
once again stopped her mo¬ 
mentum by breaking at 15 on 
Wozniacki's serve. 

Zvonareva held for 4-2 
despite a mini-crisis with 
broken racquet strings and 
she served out the match 
from there on it, clinching it 
when Wozniacki hit long 
with an errant forehand. 

Wozniacki paid tribute to 
Zvonareva for ending her 13- 
match winning streak. 

"She was not missing and 
going for her shots and most 
were going in," she said. 

"I had chances and I made 
some mistakes that I usually 
don't do. It was a tough day 
for me at the office alnd it 
had to be today.

NASHVIFFE (AFP) - Kevin 
Mawae, president of the NFF 
Players Association, is retir¬ 
ing from the league after a 
16-season career in which he 
was elected to the Pro Bowl 
eight times.

Mawae first was elected 
president of the players union 
in 2008 and was re-elected to 
the two-year post in March.

IndyCar unveils 2011 schedule 


ISTANBUL (AFP) - Defend¬ 
ing champions Spain and Ar¬ 
gentina, the world's 

top-ranked team, who have 
both endured miserable 

world championship cam¬ 
paigns, will clash for fifth 
place on Sunday. 

As the classification 
matches got underway on 
Friday, Spain overcame 

Slovenia 97-80 while Luis 

Scola of the Houston Rockets 
was back to his best, with his 
27 points helping Argentina 
overcome Russia 73-61. 

Spain will now meet Ar¬ 
gentina on Sunday in the 
minor battle for fifth spot 
while Slovenia and Russia 
will be left to fight for sev¬ 
enth and eighth. 

Spain have been the 
biggest disappointment in 
Turkey, winning just three 
from five pool games before 
being ousted in the quarter-fi¬ 
nals by Serbia. 

Prior to the tournament 
they had been labeled as the 
main threat to the United 
States for the gold medal. 

Spain struggled early 
against Slovenia, being down 
23-16 by the end of the first 
quarter, forcing them to play 
catch up basketball for the re¬ 
mainder of the evening. 

Slovenia held tight 
throughout the remainder of 
the first half to still be leading 
41-38 when the half-time 
buzzer sounded. 

Spain woke-up in the sec¬ 
ond-half, claiming the lead 


for the first time with two 
minutes gone. 

The lead changed hands 
throughout the remainder of 
the quarter but it was Spain 
who finished the quarter on 
top, taking a 64-62 lead into 
the final 10 minutes. 

Russia and Argentina 
quickly had to put their semi¬ 
final losses behind them, 
having little more than 24 
hours break before needing to 
take the court again. 

Early on it looked as if Ar¬ 
gentina had recovered the 
better of the two, running out 
to an 11-point lead at the be¬ 
ginning of the second-quar¬ 
ter, only for Russia to come 
storming back to be down by 
just three, 36-33 at half-time. 

Again in the third quarter 
the Argentina side developed 
a healthy lead of eight points 
only for Russia to once more 
fight their way back. 

Today, USA tackle Lithua¬ 
nia while Turkey face Serbia 
in the semi-finals. 


MILWAUKEE, September 
10, 2010 (AFP) - IndyCar un¬ 
veiled a 2011 schedule that 
brings the open wheel series 
back to the historic Milwau¬ 
kee Mile track while main¬ 
taining events in Brazil and 
Japan.

Bernard said the series 
will also officially be known 
only as IndyCar, officially 
dropping the "Indy Racing 
League" title that was 
adopted when major open 
wheel racing in America di¬ 
vided into IRL and CART 
(Championship Auto Racing 
Teams). The once-feuding se¬ 
ries merged in 2008. 

"IRL has a negative con¬ 
notation since the divorce, 
and I think that IndyCar is 
known throughout the 
world," Bernard said. 

"I just got back from a trip 
to Europe, and everyone I 
had meetings with knew 
what IndyCar was, where 
some didn't know IRL."
